That answer, if it comes, shou ld 
be historic. The u nion so far has 
raised two main p oints and lost 
on both. Is the strike a danger to 
the cou ntry ? Is the gov ernm ent’s 
effort to stop the strike constitu ­ 
tional? 
The u nion lost rou nd one when, 
ov er its p rotests, a U.S. District 
Cou rt ju dge, heeding the gov ern­ 
m ent’s req u est, issu ed an inju nc­ 
tion to stop the strike for 80 day s. 
The strike began last Ju ly 15. 
Quicker Mo v e Po ssible 
The u nion lost rou nd two when 
it asked a U.S. Cou rt of Ap p eals 
to throw ou t the district ju dge’s 
inju nction. Tu esday the ap p ellate 
cou rt u p held the ju dge, the inju nc­ 
tion and the gov ernment. 
The u nion now has u ntil nex t 
Monday , 
bu t m ay be forced 
to 
mov e sooner, to ask the Su p reme 
Cou rt to say the lower cou rts were 
wrong. Meanwhile, the strike con­ 
tinu es. 
The lower cou rts gav e the u nion 
fu ll benefit of the legal machinery 
by refraining from p u tting the in­ 
ju nction into effect u ntil the Steel­ 
workers had m ade all the ap p eals 
allowed them u nder law. 
Here is the backgrou nd in brief: 
The strike threw 5 00.000 steel­ 
workers ou t of jobs,.shu t down 85 
p er cent of the cou ntry ’s steel p ro­ 
du ction.

the inju nction).” 
The cou rt bru shed aside Gold­ 
berg's argu ment that issu ing an 
inju nction p u t a ju dge in an ad­ 
ministrativ e rather than in a ju ­ 
dicial role. 
This was p retty mu ch the ru ling 
of another U.S. Cou rt of Ap p eals 
which u p held a lower cou rt's in­ 
ju nction

brou ght a total of 185 activ e in­ 
d u strial prospects inlo tlie state 
thu s fa r this y ear to look at pos­ 
sible sites. This is a 20 per cent, 
increase ov er 19 58 .

The commerce commissioner 
said tha t to meet the challenge 
offered by states less d ev eloped 
ind u strially , “the state ad minis­ 
tration has mov ed to pu t New 
York on a sou nd fiscal basis and 
has otherwise acted to improv e 
the bu siness climate to a d egree 
which will enable ou r own in­ 
d u stry to ex pand and will a t ­ 
tract 
new’ 
firms 
to 
establish 
here — ail aimed at broad ening 
employ ment opportu nities. 
"At the same time,” he con­ 
tinu ed , “the S tate Commerce De­ 
partm ent, the ind u strial d ev elop­

banks and railroad s hav e accel­ 
erated their efforts to attra c t 
new ind u stry to the state.”
